All 
plumbing for the kitchen, bathroom and 
basement laundry is grouped in one wall 
and the furnace is located in the center 
of the basement with resulting short 
heating ducts. 

There is dining space in the kitchen in 
addition to the dining room formed by 
the vestibule. Exterior finish on frame 
construction consists of wide siding and 
asphalt shingles with picture window and 
brick planting area.
